Terminal Disclaimer 



1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 28 February 2003 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,324,769 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 



2. The prior art submitted under "Other" in the information disclosure statement filed 10 April 
2003, paper no. 13, has been reviewed and considered by the examiner, but since the information 
fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .98 as prior art, it will not be included in the 
Patent under "References Cited". 

3. The information contained in the information disclosure statement filed 05 May 2003, 
paper no. 16, has not been considered since the references cited therein have already been 
submitted and considered in paper no. 13.

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Reasons for Allowance 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 19-35. 

For independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a blade 
having a dimension within the range of approximately 1.25" - 1.39" and a height in the concavo- 
convex configuration having a dimension within the range of 0.30" - 0.35" in combination with 
the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claim 2 is allowed due to its dependency on allowed independent claim 1. 



For independent claim 3, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a blade 
having a dimension within the range of approximately 1 .25" - 1 .39", a height in the concavo- 
convex configuration having a dimension within the range of 0.25" - 0.40" and an arcuated 
central section having a radius of curvature of approximately 0.30" to approximately 0.60" in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 



Claims 4-8 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed independent claim 3. 
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For independent claim 9, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a blade 
having a dimension of approximately 1.25", a height in the concavo-convex configuration having 
a dimension within the range of 0.30" - 0.35" and an arcuated central section having a radius of 
curvature of approximately 0.30" to approximately 0.60" in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 



Claims 10 and 1 1 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed independent claim 9.
